Better  school  lunches  to  improve  health  stressed  at  State  meeting  of  parent- 
teachers  association.  Exhibits  and  panel  discussion  participated  in  by  ex- 
tension nutritionist  and  State  leader  were  featured.  Home  agents  assisted 
in  a State  4-H  Club  health-  clinic  where  170  children  v^ere  examined  by 
physicians  and  recommendations  made  for  hea,lth  improvement . 

Circular,  Mend  and  Save  for  Victory,  ‘prepared  for  State- vude  distribution,  to' 
emphasize  need  for  clothing  conservation,  gives  specific  directions  for 
mending  various  kinds  of  garments  in  family  wardrobe. 

VEBI^'iOlTT  (November  IT)  (Special  report'  on  Share- the-Mec.t )■  .—  Conducting  intensive 
share- the-meat  campaign  in  cooperation ':with  State  safety  council  and  nutri- 
tion committee  and  OCD  representatives-^  Block  leaders  being  appointed  under 
safety  council  to  inform  .all  people  in  villages  and  cities  not  covered  by 
Neighborhood  Victory  Committeemen  (neighborhood  leaders)'.  In.  rural  areas  ' 
about  1,500  women  committemen  under  Extension  Service  direction  will  carry 
information  to  people  in  face-to-face  contacts.  Extension  agents  who  serve 
as  secretaries  of  county  nutrition  committees  arranged  for  planning  and 
training  meetings  for  all  taking  part  on  county  level.  State  home  demonstra- 
tion staff  members  conduct  some  of  these  meetings.  Local  training  meetings 
for  block  leaders  and  neighborhood  committeemen  will  follow. 

VIRGINIA  (November  l)  .• — During  October  all  extension  workers  in  State  attended 
one  of  two  meetings  to  discuss  extension  program  for  1943  and  how  best  to  carry 
it  to  farm  people.  List  of  questions  sent  by  director  to  all  agents  before 
meeting  stimulated  thought  and  discussion. 

Neighborhood  leaders  distributed  farm,  fire  hazards  check  list.  Through  school 
teachers,  rdth  endorsement  of  State  superintendent,  check  list  iras  brought  to 
attention  of  children,  so  they  could  make  check  in  their  homes. 

Dairy  specialists  working  on  farm  labor  problems.  Conferences  held  with  sev- 
eral organizations  to  find  ways  of  meeting  labor  shortage. 

Agricultural  engineering  department  has  instructed  all  high-school  agricultural 
teachers  on  methods  of  conducting  machinery  repair  schools.  As  of  June  1, 

4,629  farmers  had  systematic  instruction  in  school  shops,  repaired  6,231 
machines;  estimated  increase  in  value,  $36,000.  Home  equipment  repair  clinics 
being  held  for  professional  workers  and  leaders,  vrho  in  turn  hold  communitj^ 
clinics.  In  one  county  186  sewing  machines  ha,ve  been  repaired  and  adjusted. 

In  same  county  home  equipment  and  farm  machinery  repair  clinics  will  be  held 
jointly  on  neighborhood  basis  so  farmer  a.nd  wife  can  save  tires  and  gasoline. 

Records  of  a home  dem.onstration  club  in  m-ountainouw  part  of  Albemarle  County 
illustrate  value  of  Victory  Garden  program,  In  one  club  15  women  canned  5,280 
quarts  of  fruits  and  vegetables  and  had  an  average  of  16  bushels  of  potatoes 
per  family.  Grand  prize  winner  at  harvest  show  entered  53  fresh,  canned,  or 
dried  products,  including  herbs,  and  took  3?  blue  ribbons.  Home  agents 
reports  comparable  results  in  80  other  neighborhoods  in  Albemarle. 
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The  ’’Share  it  with  yoiir  nei-ghhor"  attitude  has  heen  demonstrated  in  F-airfax 
County  where  the  4-H  coun-ci-l-  ovus  a pressure  cooker,.,  .From  Jime  to  Septe.mher 
it  was  busy,  day  and,  night,  vreek-ends  and  holidays,  and  canned,  over  1^800  ■ 
quarts,  _ .........  :■  ■■■■■. 

"A  Wartime  Message  to  .Milk  Producers"  given  wide  distribution  by  milk  pro- 
cessors and  county  agents.  Cheese-making  dem.onstrations  e.mphasized  in  home  ' 
dairy  program.  Som.e  2.00  4-H  club  members  have  been  trained  in  milking, 
through  State- wide  .milking  contest'.  Teams  practiced  diligently  and  held 
local,  district,  and  State  conte.sts.  , State  champion  milker  averaged  6.41 
pounds  of  milk  a m.inute.
